Mr. J. G. DOUGLAS sought to 
ensure that, where parents did send 
their children to schools outside the 
Etate, the decision, of itself, should 
be taken as a reasonable excuse for 
their non-attendance at a: recognised 
school in this country, and he 
pleaded that the extended powers 
which are being faken under the 
measure placed people, who hitherto 
did not break the law: by looking 
after the best education of their. 
children, in the position of law 
breakers, because they could - not 
honestly offer such a deliberate de- 
cision as a reasonable excuse. : 

Among several supporters of the 
amendment, Professor TIERNEY 
described the bill as an exact analogy 
of the Penal Laws imposed 200 years 
ago by the Enghsh against the 
Catholics, because it made it a pena! 
offence for a parent to have his child 
educated abroad. 

When, in an interjection, Professor 
Tierney suggested that the bill 
required the parent to inform the 
local Civic Guard sergeant what he 
was doing with his own child—like 
a criminal on ticket-of-leave, Mr, 
DERRIG said that he had not made 
the police the enforcing authority, 
and insisted on the right of the State 
to ensure a minimum education for 
all children. Incidentally, he men- 
tioned that absenteeism had reach 
65,000 daily. i 


“SEEKING PRIVILEGE”

road ublin, and that the bank has no 
lien or charge on the certificates. 

The bank’s case. was that they were 
entitled to a lien en the certificates and 
a charge on the shares to secure the 
liability to them of Frederick W. Lambe, 
Mrs. Buckley’ g son-in-law. 

The judgment of the Court was read 
by Mr. Justice Murnaghan, who said 
that in his opinion Mr. Buckley (who 
was Mrs, Buckley’s executor) was en- 
titled to a declaration that the bank 
had no lien or charge on the shares, and, 
if necessary, that these shares always 
had been the property of Mrs. Buckley 
and had so remained until the -iate of 
her death.

LECTURE 
‘WORTH OF MISSIONS 
é“ The Church of God must break 


in to a world at war with all the 
power of the Holy Spirit. Instead 
of talking about a new world order, 
it must begin to build it in the 
hearts and lives of men,” said the 
Bishop of Worcester, the Right Rev. 
Dr. Cash, in the course of the second 
of the frey Day Memorial lec- 
tures, entitled ‘‘The Task of the 
Church,” given yesterday in the 
Graduates’ Memorial Building, 
Trinity College. The Archbishop of 
Dublin (Most Rev. Dr. Barton) pre-

The Church, said Dr. Cash, would 
come with the new standard of the 
Cross, and uplift again the sacred- 
ness of human. personality. In the 
new relationship brought about be- 
tween man and man and nation and 
nation aggression would wither and 
die, men would be brought to a new 
sense of social relationship, and 
racial barriers would be broken 
down. 

It was fundamental and essential

powerful effort is béing made by 
the Anglo-American troops, under 
General. Eisenhower’s command, 
with the co-operation of General 
Giraud’s Frenchmen, to seize 
control of the coast road along 
which the retreating Axis logions 
| must make their way if they hope 
to join forces with their com- 
patriots. further north. Both 
sides are racing against time. At 
present the Axis troops in 
Northern and Central Tunisia aro 
reckoned at 60,000; but, if they 
are joined by Marshal Rommel’s 
tired, but seasoned, ‘and still very 
formidable, army, their numbers 
will be more than doubled. The 
Marshal’s task, as it appears, is 
to create every possible delay. 
pending the moment when he will 
be informed that there is no 
danger of interception, and that 
he can proceed without further 
hesitation on the northward road. 
He is fulfilling that duty—a duty 
which must be supremely dis- 
tasteful to any leader of an 
offensive spirit—with, apparently, 
very considerable skill. The 
British enter.1 Tripoli more 
than a week and a half 
ago, and reports had it that their 
reconnaissance units were over the 
Tunisian border almost imme- 
diately afterwards ; but—although 
no doubt exists that various ad- 
vanced units are well ahead—it 
is clear that the main fight- 
ing still is on the Tripolitanian 
side. To that extent, Marshal 
Rommel is successful. In the 
meanwhile, however, determined 
efforts are being made by the 
Allied occupants of Tunisia. Two 
American columns, of -unnamed 
strength, are reported to be 
closing in upon Maknassi, somo 
60 miles to the west of the im- 
portant port of Sfax, and the 
latest information is that German 
reinforcements, rushed to that 
sector by road, have failed to hold 
the attackers. The Axis Powers 
have been more successful further 
northwards. During the week-end 
the Germans captured Faid Pass, 
commanding a major road.to the 
coast, and an Allied counter- 
attack on Monday has been un- 
successful, with the general 
result that the Axis has extended 
its sphere of influence in Tunis. 
The gap between the two ‘‘ cam- 
-paigns ” is being closed, Soon 
there. will be only one theatre 
of war in North Africa ; for nobedy | 
supposes that Marshal Rommel, 
having been compelled to retreat 
a thousand miles, will be able to 
hold out indefinitely either on tho 
Tunisian boundary or at the 
Mareth Line—strong though that 
line may be both by nature and 
by art. The whole question. is 
whether he can effect the junction 
with his ‘comrades in time, or 
whether the Anglo-American troops 
‘in Tunisia will be able to cut off 
his retreat and force him to accept 
battle with General Montgomery. 
One of the most thrilling campaigns 
of history—a campaign which will 
be analysed in the military text- 
books of a thousand years hence— 
is reaching its climax. How 
‘interesting it would be if one could 
study it as an ‘‘exercise’’; yot 
upon the rival efforts of Allies and 
Axis depend the lives of, perhaps, 
millions of men, and the fate, 
beyond doubt, of many nations. 


Penal Laws 


The School A#tendance Bill is 
having a stormy passage in the 
Senate. The expressed object of 
the bill is to give the Minister for 
Education additional powers to 


| enforce attendance at school, and 


to cut down the . absentecism, 
which. has reached such - disturb- 
ing proportions. By way of 
limiting the possible excuses for 
absence, the bill specifies certain 
classes of schools—not,' it must be 
admitted, in a completely. water- 
tight manner—which will be re- 
garded as giving suitable. educa- 
tion for the purposes of the law. 
Any child not attending such a 
school is required to obtain a 
special certificate from the 
Minister, to the effect that the 
child has béen shown by an educa- 
tional test to be receiving a suit- 
able education in some other 
manner, The Minister is em- 
powered by Section 4 of the bill 
to refuse this individual certificate. 
at his discretion; he may even 
withhold it on the ground that 
the unapproved school which the 
child attends is, not unsatisfactory. 
absolutely, but “ inappropriate’ 
for that particular child, or’ for 
Trish schoolchildren in general. 
There can be little doubt that this 
clayse is aimed at those parents 
who choose to send their children 
abroad for. schooling, and this is 
the point on which the bill has 
been attacked so severely. A 
Minister for Education is an 
administrator, and not an educa- 


| tionalist. His job is to organise 


a system under which children 
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denied contacts in ‘the formative 
years which would help them to 
become good citizens. He was 
answered by The eoi] 
of the Reeks; if is demon- 
strably untrue to state that 
‘foreign education makes a 
man a worse Irishman.

Lack of Contact 


, Dun Laoghaire Corporation is 
responsible for a striking innova- 
tion in Council procedure in this 
country. Every month the Corpora- 
tion is to hold a special meeting in 
the Town Hall. at which members 
of the public will be, invited to 
lay before the Councillors any 
matters that they wish to discuss. 
Whatever the success cf the experi- 
ment, there can be no doubt that 
the motives which prompted 
Councillor O hUadhaigh to pro- 
pose, and the members to pass, 
the motion were laudable in every 
way. The alternative suggestion of 
the Chairman, that a special officer 
should be appointed to meet the 
ratepayers and discuss their com- 
plaints, has obvious disadvantages. ' 
The people would feel, justifiably, 
that they were dealing with an 
official whose function was not to 
make, but rather to prevent, con- 
tact between them and the 
Corporation. The officer himself 
might have an erroneous idea of 
the importance of many of the 
points raised and might turn down 
at the outset suggestions of whith 
further consideration would he 
profitable. Under the system 
approved by the Corporation the 
people will have the opportunity 
of direct communication with 
their . elected representatives ; 
they will be sure that complaints 
will be heard and considered, 
and that they cannot, be fobbed 
off with non-committal letters; 
above all, they will be able to 
see their Councillors*in action, ‘as 
it were, and judge their ability 
and character far more satis- 
factorily than ever they could do 
from the benches at. an election 
meeting. The Corporation, on the 
other hand, may roceive valuable 
criticisms which never coyld have 
been heard through the ordinary 
channels. It is of no use to deny 
that, after the novelty of the new 
public meetings has worn off, the 
attendance will fall. Still, the 
opportunity of communication 
will remain, for those who wish 
to use it; and if proper publicity 
is given there should be a 
solid following of the con- 
scientious ratepayers. It might 
be no bad thing if some of 
our provincial representatives 
in the Dail should hold similar 
meetings in their constituencies 
throughout the year. Too many 
of them are difficult of access to 
those who have elected them, and 
unfamiliar with the problems of 
the districts they are supposed to 
represent. Maáy a T.D. is never 
seen by his constituents except 
when, as now, he bobs up to make 
election speeches. Public meet-. 


ings during the year, designed as 


occasions for discussion, and not 
for eloquence, might help to 
bridge the gap between the elector 
and the elected.

11.0—Close down, 
HOSPITAL BENEFITS 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
S1rk,—Professor Henry Moore must 
be aware that accredited represen- 
tatives of the governing bodies. of 
almost all the voluntary hospitals 
recently met representatives of the 
National Health Insurance Society 
to discuss the latter’s new scheme 
of hospital benefits, and that they 
subsequently set up a joint com- 
mittee to act on their behalf in 
further negotiations on that subject 
with the society. The joint com- 
mittee is to meet the society’s repre- 
sentatives’ again at an early date. 
Surely, therefore, this is not the 
most ‘appropriate time for Professot 
Moore to embark ‘on the ‘‘belligerent 
opposition” which he advocated at 

.C.D. on Monday night? 

Much more might be said about 
his harmful and untimely interven- 
tion, but, for the reason already 
mentioned, 1 would be inopportune 
to challenge him on the entire front 
of his very vulnerable stand, unless 
and until the parties authorised to 
negotiate in this matter report back 
to their principals that they have 
failed to agree. 

In the interval, perhaps, the pro- 
fessor would contemplate the follow- 
ing comment on his assertion: that 
“if the voluntary hospitals entered 
into such a contract (with the 
society under their hospitals’ benefit 
scheme) their financial position 
would rapidly deteriorate; they 
would be compelled to seek further 
aid from the sweepstakes fund.”’

y. Of the 20 per cent. 
who paid £2 2s weekly it is reason- 
able to assume that a large propor- 
tion comprised poor persons whose 
maintenance was paid for from the 
rates by the local authorities, Of 
the 75 per cent. who paid nothing, 
or less than £2 2s, weekly, many 
must have been insured persons for 
whom the Society now proposes to 
pay a flat £2 2s. weekly out of a 
pool fund created very largely by 
the contributions of the insured 
‘workers themselves and of their 
empldéyers. But Professor Moore, 
who etates’ that 19,000 members of 
the Society passed through the 
Dublin city hospitals alone last year, 
says that “ the Society is seeking a 
very good bargain indeed, but only 
for itself.” ose who. take the 
broader view will hardly agree with 
that biassed judgment.

” OBITUARY 
MR. F. L. WATSON 


Mr. Lecky Watson, of Altamount, 

o. Carlow, who died on 28th 
January last, was one of the last 
representatives of a notablé sporting 
family. For over 90 years, since 
they first came to Ireland from 
Cumberland, the Watsons of Kil- 
connor, Ballydarton and Lumclone 
have been famous in hunting and 
polo-playing circles, and were almost 

1] of them masters of foxhounds. 
Mr. Lecky Watson spent many years 
tea-planting in Ceylon. He held 
various magisterial and other official 
positions on the island, and kept up 
a magnificent stable there. Owing 
to a severe illness he returned to 
Ireland in 1913; and some years later 
married the eldest daughter of the 
late Mr. Henry Deane Roe, of Knock- 
mullen, Co. Wexford. Like the late 
Lord Headfort, Mr. Lecky Watson 
was keenly interested in the culture 
of rhododendrons and azaleas. His 
collection included some very rare 
and beautiful — from China 
and Tibet. e was a member of 
the Pan-American Tropical Research 
Society. 

His many friends will always 
remember him for his fine character 
and his unfailing optimism, sincerity 
| and sense of humour. He is survived 
by his widow, two daughters and a 
brother in South Africa. 


MR. R. M. BUTLER 


The death of Mr. Rudolph 
Maximilian Butler, R.H:A., M.Arch., 
occurred yesterday at his residence, 
73 Ailesbury road, Dublin. Known 
as the man who was behind every 
successful architect who ever left the 
doors of University College, Dublin, 
he was its Professor of Architecture 
since 1924, In that year there were 
very few students doing architecture 
in the College, while to-day there are 
close ‘on one hundred. Born in 
Dublin in 1872, Mr. Butler was 
educated privately, both in his home 
city and in Germany, and he studied 
architecture under Dorlin, Recogni- 
tion of the work of Mr. Butler as 
Ireland’s pioneer of architectural 
education was accorded when the 
Royal Institute of British Architects 
granted exemption from its examina- 
tions to students ng their finals 
in architecture at University College, 
Dublin. Mr, Butler had a large

Forty-one thousand books were 
collected in the first day of Edin- 
burgh’s book salvage drive. As the 
target for the fortnight’s campaign 
is a million books, the Ministry of 
Supply is somewhat disappointed. 
Many people think that the target is 
too high even for a reputed 
bookish city like the Scottish capital, 
for it means an average of seven 
books for each household. A com- 
mittee of expert bookmen, with the 
city Librarian, are examining all the 
books, and will set aside any which 
ought to be preserved.
